'ilio question of who will be tho next 


pivsident is usually tho most interesting 
puzzle in the minds of the Ameri- 
can people. Our president ia scarcely 
circled before the public mind turns na- 
turally to tho problem of who will next 
di aw the capital prize in tho lottery of 
politics. Will Harrison succeed himself, 
or will eomo other Republican prove 
more popular? Has Cleveland lost his 
chances, or is Hill tho rising star? Or 
* ill some man now unknown come to 
tlio front? No other question than the 
presidency gives such scope for our na- 
tional habit of guessing and weighing 
probabilities. 


Those who aim to guess intelligently, 


mid more especially those who aspire to 
draw the glittering prize, would do well 
to bear in mind tho fact that the presi- 
dency has usually been awarded to the 
m.-in who has the prestige of a recent 
victory in -war or politics. 


Grant was the inevitable nominee of 


tlio Republican party In 1863 because of 
his war record; Hayes was nominated in 


18T6 because of his victory over William 
Allen in the memorable contest for the 
governorship of Ohio In 1875; Garfield 
had the prestige of the Republican lead- 
ership of the house of representatives 
and of his recent election to the senate 
from Ohio, and Harrison the strength of 
a popular majority overcome only by the 
previous gerrymandering of his state in 
the contest for his own succession to the 
senate in 1888, 


I Tilden was nominated on the strength 
of his previous victory in New York; 
Hancock for his record at Gettysburg, 
and Cleveland because of the enormous 
majority by which he was elected gov 
ernor of New York over Folger. 
: New York will elect her governor in 
November, 1891, one year before the next 
presidential election. While the unex- 
pected is likely to happen in politics as 
in all other human affairs, it ia yet fair 
to say that the man who is elected gov- 
ernor of New York in 1891 will stand a 
remarkably good chance of being nomi- 
nated by his part; for the presidency in 
1683. 
This fact is well understood by 


the politicians of the Empire state, and 
every aspirant for the governorship looks 
in his day dreams beyond the executive 
mansion at Albany to the open portals of 
th» White House at Washington.

.Japan's New Constitution. 


Tho world has recently witnessed tho 


spectacle of a country receiving a liberal 
constitution which has not been wrested 
from its rulers by force of arms 


TllU mikado of Japan haa LUailo hio 


people a present of a magna charta 
which in effect changes tho government 
from u despotism to a liberal monarchy. 


Tho new constitution is the result of a 


careful study of tlio various existing gov- 
ernments by the mikado and his advisers. 
A parliament somewhat similar to that 
of Great Britain will hereafter make laws 
for tho empire. It consists of a houso of 
lords and a houso of commons. 
The 


house of lords is partly to bo appointed 
by the mikado, partly elected and partly 
hereditary. Tho house of commons is 
elected by the people, and consists of 300 
members. 


Uni versa! suffrage is not granted. Tlio 


result of tho mikado's study of republics 
evidently decided him against that. In 
Japan, only men who are 23 years old 
and upwards may vote, and only then 
when they pay taxes to tho amount o£ 
§25 a year, Tho suffrage qualification 
is thus financial, not educational. 


Perfect liberty of religion and freedom 


of speech are guaranteed to all the people. 
In this respect Japan is in advance of 
some of the most enlightened govern- 
ments of Europe. 


Japiin has moved a long way since tho 


American, Commodore M. C. Perry, first 
opened her ports to intercourso with 
western nations in 1854. 
To the United 


States is due the present commerce of 
Europe and America with the mikado's 
realm, if not, indeed, oil the progress of 
Japan itself in recent times. Tho perse- 
verance and enthusiasm of one man,Com- 
modore Perry, effected this result. From 
his youth Japan had been his dream 
of romance. He studied carefully all 
the information he could obtain about 
this country, at that time hermetically 
sealed to western nations. His efforts 
to open communication began in 1853, 
when he was appointed to command the 
United States fleet that sailed to the 
Orient. He accomplished his mission in 
1834, when a treaty was signed between 
the United States and Japan. Treaties 
with other nations soon followed, and 
Japan became a modern nation. 


The daimioa, or hereditary nobility, 


were the ruling class of Japan for 2,000 
years, up to 1863. 
In that year they 


voluntarily gave up all their wealth and 
hereditary privileges, and as a class 
ceased to exist of their own accord. It 
ia an act of patriotism unparalleled in 
civilised nations.

Gen. Roger A. Pryor is o native of 


Virginia; but he has now been for 
many years a popular and successful j 
lawyer in New York city. 


In a lon;j interview in The Herald the 


general predicts tho breaking up of the 
solid south by tho question of protec- 
tion. 
| 


In tho old days tho protective Whig 


party was a power in tho south. The 
manufacturing interests there arc now 
increasing year by year. Louisiana, by 
reason of her sugar plantations, natur- 
ally favors protection. 
So does South 


Carolina, on account of her rico fields, 


Onco assured that tlio national govern- 


ment would not interfere with their ad- 
ministration of local affairs, notably the 
raco question, tlio solid political touth 
would melt away, Pryor thinks. Tho j 
manufacturing states and Louisiana and 
South Carolina would rally to tho old | 
Whig war cry of protective tarill and 
internal improvements with liberal na- 
tional appropriations. 


"The south is strongly in favor of a 


distinctly protective tariff," said 
Gen. 


Pryor. "In my judgment the ono issue 
in 1892 will bo between the Democratic 
doctrine of tariff for revenue and the Re- 
publican doctrine of a tariff for protec- 
tion." 


Greater New York. 


In his book "Triumphant Democracy," 


Hr. Andrew Carncgio estimates that by 
1020 tho population of New York will 
equal that of London. Tho chances are 
that it will bo greater than that of Lon- 
don. 
In forty years London doubles her 


population. New York doubles hers in 
twenty years. 


Tho population of tho empire city alono 


is now 1,500,000. 


A fact of exceeding interest is this: 


Tho larger Now York becomes the better 
her government grows, according to the 
statistics of crime. In tho last few years 
her bribers and corruplers have been 
punished. The penitentiary doors close 
quickly on her great financial criminals. 
Her gangs of young ruffians have been 
broken up. Horses and children are bet- 
• tor protected than in 'any other city of 
tho Union. 


All this has been done since New York 


began to bo so vast. This makes one 
read with interest the bill now before 
the New York assembly, looking to tho 
enlargement of the city. The bill was 
prepared by Andrew II. Grocn, ex-COmp- 
trollcr. Tho plnn ii ultimately tn in- 
cludo in the corporation of New York, 
Brooklyn and portions of the counties 
of Westchester, Queens and Richmond, 
adjacent to those cities. This would 
make tho population of greater New 
York at this time nearly 8,000,000. All 
would then bo under one government, 
with uniform police, educational and 
sanitary regulations. The gain would 
bo very great. Many conflicting inter- 
ests would then bccomo co-operative. A 
larger amount of wealth and influence 
would bo brought into the now corpora- 
tion. 


The problem of rapid transit is one 


that now vcxos New York. 
Greater 


New York could solve it more easily. 
The northern boundary should be ex- 
tended to include Yonkers and Few Eo- 
chelle. New York will then be already 
tho second city in the world. Only Lon- 
don will be larger. 


Mr. Green's bill only asks for the ap- 


pointment of a commission to consider 
tho widening of the boundary. But this 
grand extension of the limits is only a 
question of time. It is manifest destiny. 
New York will then be a city splendid 
beyond description. 


After this enlargement is made the 


United States will contain the second 
and fourth largest cities in the world.

OLD STORY. 


lie who sterna a ntroam with

There Is a pleasant llttlo chapter In tho ro- 


mance of American history which Is worthy 
of perusal and remembrance. Its incident! 
occurred almost a hundred years ago, on the 
banks of the beautiful Ohio river. Tho chief 
horo of tho tale was then a young army officer. 
Fifty years afterward he became tho ninth 
president of our republic. 


Boon after tho passage of tho ordinance of 


1787 for the establishment of a government 
In the wildornem northwest of tho Ohio river, 
lands In that region wero offered for sole to 
cottiers. 


John Cloves Bymmcs, n judge of tho supreme 


court of New Jersey and sou-In-law of Oov- 
ornar William Livingston, of that state, pur- 
chased] for himself and others 2,000,000 acres 
of land in the rich and Iwautiful country on 
tho right ba-ik of tho Ohio, between the Great 
and Little Miami rivers, including tho si tool 
Cinclnnat'. 
Judge Byrnmes settled on his 


purchase with u numborof families at aplace 
railed tho North Bend (of the Ohio), fourteen 
miles Injlow Cincinnati, where ho contem- 
plated planting tho fruitful weds of a coin- 
lncn:ial city, to bo called by his namo. Ho 
then Iwgan the construction of strong hewn 
log houses for thcsettjen; but Cupid, in liato- 
ful form, Interfered with his plans, his hopes 
nml his laudable ambition. 


TroojM detailed for tho protection of the 


Miami settlers, were landed at tho North 
Jiend in charge of Ensign Luce, n gay and 
handsomo young army officer, who was 
warmly welcomed by Judge Byminoiand the 
nettle™. Tho Judgo gave him an outline of 
his plans, anil offered him assistance in build- 
Ing a strong blcjck house there. Luco made 
preparations to build it when ho suddenly 
husitalixl, and went to Losantevillo (after- 
ward Cincinnati) where- some settlers had 
erected lug cabins and wero seated. 
His 


avowed object was to decide which would 
I* the better place for u fortification nnd n 
city, North Bend or Losantovillo. Ho decided 
In fiivor of the latter; and, despite tho re- 
monstrances nnd entreaties of Judge Bymmcs 
and tho settlers, ho marched tho troop to 
Iiosaniuvlllo In Hie spring of 171)0, built a 
block house there, and garrisoned it. 


1'asslor, not judgment, governed Ensign 


Luce ir making this decision. He had been 
captiv ited by tho Sjwrkling black eyes and 
pretty fa-o of the young vote of ono of the 
wttlcrj i.f North liond. AvTon tho husband 
discovc rtd tho too great attentions of the en- 
sign to his fascinating spouse, ho removed 
to Ixisantflville, that she might ho beyond the 
jK>wer of tho tcniptor. 
Luco followed the 


charmer. 
Tho alarmed husband revealed the 


situation to Judgo Symmes, who threatened 
the ensign with tho exposure- of his nefari- 
ous acts. To rave himself from tho incvit- 
nblo disgrace of dismissal from tho army, 
Luco resigned before Juno roses bloomed, and 
left for parts unknown. 


Boon after this Major Doughty appeared at 


Cincinnati, with a detachment of troops, and 
built Fort Washington there. It became tho 
headquarters of tho army in the northwest, 
nnd many of tho settlors at North Bend re- 
moved to Cincinnati. 
If this 
American 


Helen had remained at North Bend, the 
"Queen City of the West"—Cincinnati- 
would probably have been founded there. 


At that period an active young olllccr of 


the United States, n scion of a distinguished 
family in Virginia, and the youngestof fifteen 
children, named William Ileary Harrison, 
was serving under tho Impetuous Uen. Wayne 
against tho Indians in the northwest. After 
tho pacification of tho barbarians by tho 
treaty at Greenville, in 17115, Capt. Harrison 
was appointed to tho command of the garri- 
son at Fort Washington. Meanwhile, a block 
house hod boon built at North Bend, on tho 
bank of tho river, and made a do|>cmlcncy of 
tho post at Cincinnati. It early received the 
attention of Capt. Harrison. 


Judgo Symmes had erected a quito com- 


modious houso at North Bond, and to that 
dwelling came his family nt midwinter, 171O. 
Ono of his family was his sweet daughter 
Anna, then a girl of 30years, slight iu stature, 
Iwautiful in form and features, and lovely in 
disposition. 


Capt. Harrison, Blonder, litbo, of polished 


manners, and about 2U years of age, was a 


dano life, in August, 18S3. 


Judgo Symmes, who dtod in 1814, lived to 


bo proud of his noble son-in-law, who entered 
tho national congress, four years after his 
marriage, an tho first representative therein 
of tho vast Northwest territory. 
He was 


made tho first governor of the territory of 
Indiana; gained renown in struggles with 
tho barbarians in the Wabash region, espe- 
cially at the battle of Tippecanoe, and so- 
cured solid fame by his achievements as a 
military leader In tho northwest during tho 
earlier [wrtion of the second war (or link. 
pcndence. 
Ho afterward served in public 


life in many ways, notably as a member of 
tho Ohio legislature ami of tho United .States 
senate. Ho was minister to the Itcpublic of 
Colombia, South America, In 1WS, and in 
1*41 ho took his seat In tho chair of Washing- 
ton as president of tho United Ktntos. lie 
•lit! not enjoy that exalted station long. 
Nearly three score and ton years of ago at 
tho tirno of his Inauguration, ho survived 
that event only ono month. Ho was undoubt- 
edly a victim of the cruel persecutions of a 
swarm of hungry beggars — selfish 
ofllco 


oekors. 


I visited North Bend in early autumn, 1800. 


Nothing was left of the Harrison dwelling 
there but the ruin of tho cellar and of a fire- 
place, it having been set ablaze a few years 
before by tho hand of an incendiary. Upon 
an eminence not far o(T, which overlooks the 
.Vorth Bond of tho Ohio, is tho tomb of Gen. 
Harrison, a simple structure of brick, sur- 
rounded by trees, shrubbery and greensward. 
I spont tho night of my visit at Cloves, a vil- 
lage about two miles over the hills from tho 
Jicnd, and supped and passed tho evening 
with tho family of W. W. H. Taylor, Esq., 
whoso wifo was tho daughter of William 
Jlenry Harrison and Anna Symrnes. 


Interesting incidents of the beautiful private 


lifoof hor parents were related by their loving 
claughtor on that occasion, tho recollection of 
vrhlch suspends charming pictures upon mem- 
ory's wall. Their portraits wero hanging in 
tho room. That of her father was painted 
l/y Beard, at Cincinnati, in tho winter of 
1S40-41, and Is regarded as a standard like- 
ness of the president. 
That of hor mother— 


o^a faithful likeness—was painted in North 


liend, in 1828, when sho was about E! years 
i't ago, by a young artist named Corwin, 
who died in Now York when alwut to embark 
for Italy. It Is tho portrait of a small and 
loautiful woman. 
Rho was yet living iu 


HOO, at tho ago of 83, with hor son, Scott 
Harrison, Esq , at Lawronceburg, flvo miles 
f urther down tho OhK 
I was informed that 


ho still retained RO much of tho beauty of 


I er young womanhood that tho littl' por- 
1 rait was a good likeness of her at the period 


< f my visit. 
Mr. Taylor kindly presented to 


i IB a photographic copy of each of tho por- 
t raits. 


Mrs. Harrison died hi February, 1SC4, in 


tho UOth year of her age. Funeral services 
v.-ere hold at tho house of her daughter, Mrs. 
Taylor, whence all that remained on the 
tartu of charming Anna Symmes—charming 
ot every jieriod of hor life—was taken to tho 
Ii ill top which overlooked tho place of their 
courtship nnd nuptials, and was there laid in 
tho tomb by tho side of her husband, whom 
tlio had survived almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury.—Benson J. Lossiug in Onco a Week.

A GEORGIA WOMAN WHO HAS BE' 


COME A SUCCESSFUL FARVER. 


Left to Care Tor an Aged Mother, She and 


Her SUter Have Bought and Improved 
tho Farm Their Ttrotlicr Rented—They 
l!uy Only Coffee anil Flour and Live Well. 


By the roadside three miles and a half 


from thi.H town there is a comfortable looking 
cottage with a big old fashioned stone chim- 
ney, and in the background the stable and 
corn cribs. 
There are forty 
comfortable 


matronJy bens picking about tho yard, and 
under a tall Ivy covered true is a little log 
houso from which nn rainy days and even- 
ings you will hear the noise of tho loom and 
tho droning of tho spinning wheel. In tho 
front room of tho cottage ii an aged lady who 
rises to meet the stranger, and says blandly, 
"Who arc you*" 


When hy makes known his business, she 


culls «ome one at the spinning wheel: 


"Jane, n gentleman who wishes to see you." 
Miss Jane appeared at the door in a home- 


spun frock and greeted the stranger. 


"No, I don't want my name in the papers. 


I have only a small farm, and I don't see that 
my business interests any one else," said she 
rather indignantly. Some notice in the local 
newspaper had offended her, and she refused 
to talk; but on a disavowal of any discourte- 
ous intent she consented to tell her story. 


IN THE KIBXDS AND AT THE LOOM. 


Miss Jane Smith is known among the peo- 


ple of this neighborhood as "Capt. Jane 
Smith," and has won this distinction by the 
energy and courage with which she has 
worked hor way to independence on a hun- 
dred aero farm. Left on rented land with 
only a mulo, two cows and four hogs when 
her brother went to tho war, she and hor sis- 
ter have, out of crops of their own tillage, 
supported themselves and their aged mother, 
bought the farm and built a comfortable 
house. Their brother had just planted a crop 
when ho was called away to fight for his 
homo; and the neighbors seeing his anxiety 
for tho welfare of his mother and si&ters he 
was leaving without a protector, promised to 
see that the crop was tended until his return. 
Turning away from theso,-hoino cares to the 
stern fortunes of war, he set his face toward 
tho enemy, stifling care ns best he could until 
at last ho buried it in a soldier's grave. 


In tho midst of their gncf these young 


wamcn realized that their own hands must 
make a support for themselves and their 
mother or thc-y must lio dcpi>ndent on their 
neighbors.

Can Out Churches Be Made Mort> 


Useful? 


In the March number of the North 


American Review, three ministers— 
Revs. MinDt J. Savage, Edward Everett 
Halo and Washington Gladden—give 
their respective answers t. this question. 
The first two are Unitarians, the last is a 
Congregationalist. 


All agree that the churches can be made 


moro useful. 
Rov. Jlr. Savage, Uni- 


tarian, takes the most radical ground. 
In his judgment, the object of the 
church is not to do humanitarian work, 
however noble an auxiliary that may be, 
not the dispensing of charity, or even the 
mere teaching of morality. All these 
are incidental. lie is positive that man- 
kind are surely drifting away from the 
churches. He says: 


Everybody knows that tlie churches have no 


sucli hold ou the faith, tlie reverence or tho prac- 
tical life of tho world as they used to have. Why? 


His answer is: 
Early Christendom believed in tho supposed his- 


torical fact of the fall of man. And all the or- 
thodox churches of the last 1,SOO years liave ex- 
isted for tills one sole, specific! purpose— the sal- 
vation of man from tfco supposed effects of the 
fluppoeed fall 


Now the world no longer believes in 


tho fall of man. "We might as well 
face the fact—tlie churches might as well 
face it—tliat free minded, well informed 
people no lunger believe in any 'fall of 
man,'" 


Therefore, says Mr. Savage, let the 


church reconstruct its theology accord- 
ing to tho needs of the time, and it will 
be moro useful. 


Tht churchcB should ntond for th« groat truth 


of the divine in human life. If they do that, all 
tho rest will follow as naturally as life giving 
streams flow down into the valleys from the ever- 
lasting hills. Tho one thing, then, that they need 
to do iEI this present juncture of affairs is to fear- 
lessly face tho morning. 


Rev. 
Mr. Hale, on the contrary, advo- 


cates still more arid moro humanitarian 
work to make tho churches more useful. 
Church buildings should be free to the 
people to enter for social and educational 
purposes. Men and women should feel 
that they had a homo and an interest 
there all the time, not merely for two 
hours on Sunday. The church chapel 
of his pastorate in Boston was once 
opened for two winters to a night draw- 
ing class. From that class the evening 
high school of Boston was born. 


Mr. Halo would further have the 


church parlors open every evening till 
midnight, so that strangers and young 
men and women who had nowhere to 
spend their evenings might come there 
and feel at home.

Pigott's life was one incessant attemnl

This was his leading purpose from the 
time ho began life as a blackmailer and 
embezzler till he ended it as a forger and 
suicide. And after all his attempts to 
get money, at the last he ran away with 
only £25 and his board bill unpaid. He 
did get large sums of money at different 
times, but spent them in debauchery. 
Considering all it cost him to be a rascal, 
it might have been easier, as well as more 
profitable, if he had earned an honest 
living. Tho utter collapse and tragic 
ending of his villainy excited even a sort 
of sympathy.
